TRAVELLERS 
MAKE CAMP

THE Vale Council has taken action 
following the unauthorised occupation 
of the Cowbridge Common by 
travellers. 

A council spokesperson said: “The group 
entered the area on Sunday evening and has 
since been advised by council officers that their 
stay is unauthorised, unlawful and will not be 
tolerated. 

“The police are aware and the council’s legal 
team is currently progressing to remove the 
current occupiers. “ 

Speaking on July 10, a spokesperson said: 
“The travellers have been given 24 hours’ notice 
to leave and if they do not comply with the 
notice, the council will seek to progress legal 
action a matter of urgency.” 

There was not, at the time of going to press, 
any update. 

Cllr John Thomas, Leader of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council said: “The occupation of 
common land in this way is completely 
unacceptable as the area is not intended for this 
purpose. 

“We are taking this matter extremely seriously 
and are doing everything possible to ensure the 
situation can be resolved as quickly as possible.”

Campaigners step up efforts 
to save Llancarfan school 


CAMPAIGNERS 
say parents have 
said no to plans to 
move a primary 
school in the Vale to 
a new building five 
miles away. 

The Vale Council is 
planning to move 
Llancarfan Primary 
School to a new £4m 
facility in Rhoose - 
where hundreds of new 
homes are being built. 

But campaigners 
trying to keep the school 
in Llancarfan, near 
Barry, say they have 
conducted a survey 
which shows parents 
have rejected the idea. 

The survey, carried 
out in June, showed only 
five parents - 12 per 
cent of the 43 who 
responded - said they 
would definitely choose 
the proposed new 210- 
place school in Rhoose, 
while 88 per cent said 
they would consider 
another option. 

Parents also told the 


survey Llancarfan 
Primary’s small size and 
village location were key 
reasons why they chose 
the school. The small 
size of the school was 
mentioned by 93 per 
cent of parents, and 79 
per cent said they liked 
the rural setting. 

The council has 
previously said the 
changes are necessary as 
a new school is needed 
in Rhoose to keep up 
with demand for places. 
Hundreds of homes - 
including 350 at Rhoose 
Point - are being 
planned in and around 
the village. 

A spokesman for the 
Action Committee to 
save Llancarfan Primary 
School, which conducted 
the survey, said: “The 
proposal to close 
Llancarfan, which has 
been championed by 
council cabinet member 
for learning Bob 
Penrose, was and 
remains deeply flawed.”

services 

governments have 
promised the electorate 
not to raise money via 
income tax, but income 
tax is the fairest way to 
pay for public services; 
those earning the most 
pay more. 

Perhaps the council 
could lead by example, 
so here are just a few 
suggestions of mine for 
savings that are not 
about cutting services, or 
residents paying twice 
for the same thing; 

• Reducing the 
number of councillors by 
half would save about 
£500,000 a year; 

• Money could be 
saved by spending less 
on council hospitality 
and other pleasantries; 

• Reduce the number 
of councillors receiving 
special responsibility 
payments; 

• Councillors could 
turn down increases to 
their pay-packet; 

• Do we really need 
another mayor when 
there are already four 
mayors within the Vale?; 

• What about reducing 
discretionary payments 
to officials and publish 
the amount paid out in 
legal costs and to 
consultants?

MODERN LAW 
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How two Cowbridge 
councils merged... 


In this articley Mr John 
Andrew continues his series 
on the history of local 
government in Cowbridge. 

C owbridge (Ancient 
Borough) with 
Llanblethian Town 
Council was formed in 1982 
through the merger of Cowbridge 
Town Council (Ancient Borough) 
and Llanblethian Community 
Council. These two councils had 
existed since the major local 
government reorganisation in 
1974. 

Its first meeting was on April 6, 
1982, under the name it had been 
given by the Welsh Office, ‘The 
Community Council of Cowbridge 
with Llanblethian’. 

At this first meeting it renamed 
itself ‘Cowbridge (Ancient Borough) 
with Llanblethian Town Council’ 
which remains its title despite being 
commonly referred to as Cowbridge 
Town Council. 

Before 1982, Llanblethian 
Community Council covered an area 
of3,263 acres (1,320 hectares) 
stretching from beyond Trerhyngyll in 
the north to Stalling Down in the 
south east and Breach farms in the 
south west. The population in 1975 
was about 3,500. 

The community council of seven 
councillors plus a part time clerk, 
Maureen Frost, who became town 
clerk of the merged council in 1982, 
met in the Council Chamber in what 
were then the Vale of Glamorgan 
Borough Council offices, 79 Eastgate, 
Cowbridge. 

Cowbridge Town Council covered a 
much smaller area of 85 acres (34 
hectares), completely enclosed by the 
Llanblethian Community Council area 
and comprising essentially just the 
High Street, Eastgate and Westgate 
and the areas immediately adjacent. 
The population in 1975 was about 


1,500. Cowbridge Town Council had 
12 councillors and they met in the 
Council Chamber in Cowbridge Town 
Hall. 

The council was supported by a 
town clerk, deputy town clerk, 
treasurer and town agent. It is 
believed that all except the town agent 
were unpaid. The town clerk from 
1974 to 1978 was Alun Jones, a local 
solicitor. 

Community and town councils had, 
and still have, the same status. In fact, 
at the AGM of the Local Councils’ 
Association in 1974 Cllr Mrs Brown 
of Penmark Community Council 
complained that mayors of town 
councils were being given better seats 
than chairmen of community councils. 

It was resolved that since both were 
of equal status mayors must not be 
given precedence over chairmen. It 
was also resolved at the same meeting 
that cattle must be stopped from 
straying on to the highway! 

The responsibilities of Cowbridge 
Town Council and Llanblethian 
Community Council from 1974 to 
1982 were much the same as they are 
today. 

Almost as soon as the two councils 
were formed in 1974 there was 
pressure for them to merge. 

Cowbridge Town Council were in 
favour of the merger but there was 
resistance from Llanblethian 
Community Council who it seems 
feared for the loss of their identity, 
understandably perhaps, particularly 
since the original proposal by the 
Welsh Office was for the name of the 
new council to be The Community 
Council of Cowbridge. 

When, in 1982, the two councils 
were finally merged, the northern part 
of the Llanblethian Community 
Council area, including Trerhyngyll, 
was included within other community 
councils, but Aberthin remained. This 
was a change to a boundary which 
had existed since at least 1840 and 
probably long before. 


Monday Club’s trip to 
the Black Country 


IT was rather 
warm for the 
Cowbridge 
(Gateway) Monday 
Club’s annual 
mystery summer 
outing on June 25. 

This year, 22 of our 
members, accompanied 
by carers and volunteer 
helpers and a few 
friends, headed for the 
Black Country Living 
Museum in Dudley, 
near Birmingham (now 
40 years old). 

We all arrived safely 
and in good spirits, 
many of us heading for 
the nearest cafe, before 
investigating the 
industrial history and 
wealth of the area in the 
early 18th and 19th 
centuries. 

If you were interested 
in cars and trucks, the 
Bradbum & Wedge 
Garage was the place to 
make for with its 
beautiful old cars, all 
lovingly restored. 

There were also cast 
iron houses - very 
1930s - to look around, 
apparently this type of 
building never took off 
due to various 
problems. 

There were other old 
cottages and houses, all 
cosy and furnished - no 
mod cons in those 
days - but the gardens 
were cared for and the 
vegetables doing really 
well. 


Some of our 
members braved the 
dark and took a tour 
down the drift mind and 
others went to the 
Limelight Cinema to see 
Laurel and Hardy, 
which raised a good few 
laughs. 

Due to the hot 
weather, several of our 
group met up at the 
Workers’ Institute and 
cafe - more tea and 
snacks, while others 
took the opportunity to 
wander around the 
many little shops, 
foundries and 
fairground, too many to 
cover in the time we 
had available. 

Then there was the 
canal complex to 
investigate where the 
Dudley Canal and 
Tunnel Trust ran various 
narrowboat trips to 
explore the limestone 
mines under Dudley.

limestone here was 
extracted by Black 
country miners.

was enjoyed by all.

motor bike! 

Not a motorcycle 
gang member, but a 
member of Blood Bikes 
Wales who had come to 
talk to Penllyn and 
District WI - and what 
an interesting and 
inspirational talk it was. 

David Payne, the 
public relations manager 
of Blood Bikes Wales, 
explained that the 
organisation, which 
covers the whole of 
Wales, is run entirely by 
volunteers from all 
walks of life who use 
their time and skills to 
make a difference. 

He said that the NHS 
has its own transport 
system to move blood 
supplies, plasma, 
documents and other 
urgent items to where 
they are needed which 
runs during the week 
but comes to a halt on 
the weekend. 

The Blood Bikes 
provide the NHS with 
an out of hours service 
which has all sorts of 
benefits from getting 
urgent medical supplies 
through traffic quicker 


to releasing much 
needed funds for patient 
care in the NHS. 

In some areas, the 
bikers are on call in the 
night and they also 
provide a breast milk 
delivery service to 
Special Baby Care 
Units. They even work 
on Christmas Day. 

The organisation is 
run entirely on 
donations which have to 
cover not only the 
purchase, storage and 
upkeep of the bikes but 
equipment, training for 
the riders and much, 
much more. 

At the end of the talk, 
the ladies all agreed that 
the level of commitment 
the Blood Bikers 
showed certainly made a 
difference to people’s 
lives and provided 
essential support to our 
hospitals, families 
friends and neighbours. 

On a lighter note, one 
Penllyn member, who 
had always had a 
hankering to ride a 
Harley Davidson and be 
a ‘Rocker,’ was allowed 
to sit on the bike.

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Visitors are 
shocked by 
incident at 
Vale beach 


A BUSINESS owner 
in the western Vale 
has told The GEM 
that local residents 
and visitors to the 
area have been 
shocked that people 
are, according to 
reports, walking 
naked across fields 
near the coast in the 
Monknash area en 
route to beaches. 

There are no official 
naturist beaches in the 
Vale , but The GEM 
understands that a group 
meets regularly at Wick 
beach. 

The business owner 
said that two weeks ago a 
couple visiting her 
premises had 

experienced an incident 
at Cwm Nash beach. 

“As they walked down 
to the stile by the woods 
a chap was parking his 
bicycle and at that point 
had shorts on. 

“However, when he 
was behind the husband 
walking down the path, 
he had stripped off. 
Before going down to the 
beach, he went up on the 
cliff path. 

“The couple were 
sunbathing and were then 
approached by a chap in 
trunks who asked them to 
rub suntan cream into his 
back. It was awkward for

them to say no, so the 
wife agreed and he then 
walked a few steps away 
from them and stripped 
off. 

“Another man arrived, 
put down his bag near 
them, and strolled off to 
the sea naked, except for 
a hat and this was on the 
main bit of the beach. 

“The couple said it 
initially seemed comical, 
but pointed out there 
were two children 
playing on the beach 
while their mothers were 
sitting on the rocks, and 
one of the chaps was very 
brazen - walking past 
and making no attempt to 
cover himself up.” 

The business owner 
said incidents such as 
this were not uncommon 
and that people often 
park at Monknash 
crossroads and take their 
clothes off before getting 
to the beach. 

“It is not one or two 
individuals. We are 
talking about groups of 
mainly men. 

“We have families 
with young children and 


we don’t want them to 
face this sort of thing 
which can be unnerving.” 

Llantwit Major 
councillor Gwyn John 
said if that sort of 
incident took place in a 
town centre it would be 
deemed a public order 
offence and dealt with. 

“This should never 
happen to anyone 
visiting local beaches. 

“If a naturist group 
wants a private area to 
walk around naked they 
should make an 
application to the Vale 
Council and find out 
their response.” 

Colin Smith, Vale 
Council operational 
manager for 

neighbourhood services 
and transport, explained: 
“The beach in question is 
privately owned so not 
the responsibility of the 
council. 

“We would advise 
anyone who experiences 
a situation like this to 
contact the police.” 

The incident at Cwm 
Nash has been reported 
to the local constabulary.

Botanic Garden trip 
had long been asked 
to pray for good 
weather on the day, 
and they clearly 
excelled themselves;

It has 
the largest collection of 
Mediterranean plants in 
the northern hemisphere. 

Some of the other 
options included: the 
Butterfly House 

(beautiful butterflies but 
too hot and humid to stay 
too long); the Bird of 
Prey Centre with its 
specialist collection of 
British raptors (there is 
an additional admission 
charge for this); the 
double-walled garden, a 
restored Regency feature, 
telling the story of the 


evolution of flowering 
plants; the Apothecary 
Hall where you can learn 
about the medicinal use 
of plants; the Japanese 
Garden with its 

symbolism and Zen 
philosophy; and the 
Straw Bale Maze. (The 
trip organiser was 
tempted to try this on the 
way back to the coach 
but thought better of it, as 
it wouldn’t look good to 
be late, lost in a maze!) 

Some of the 

participants took part in a 
guided walk off into the 
wider parkland area, all 
once part of Paxton’s 
estate in the Towy valley 
around Middleton Hall 
and where a lake is now 
being restored, and 
comments were positive. 

An additional point of 
interest was the antiques’ 
stalls being set up for a 
special event the next 
day. Junk to the 
uninitiated is clearly 
collectable to the 
experts!

It s not dog control, but a land 
grab’ claims a local resident 


A LLANTWIT MAJOR resident 
has contacted The GEM because 
he is concerned that council 
proposals could lead to restrictions 
to ‘off lead’ dog walking. 

Trevor Honychurch urged local people to 
respond to the Vale Council’s consultation, 
which will run until August 27. 

He writes: “I want to alert the people of 
Llantwit Major to what I see as a significant 
land grab by the Vale Council. 

“Those who walk their dogs on the 
Windmill Lane Eields may have seen the 
(one) notice attached to the all-weather 
pitch. 


‘This alerts residents to a consultation by 
the council to proposals to ban dogs from 
the seven football pitches in the three fields 
and allow ‘off lead walking’ only around 
these fields. 

“We cannot tell our dogs where they may 
and may not run - the proposals are to ban 
all off lead walks. 

“May I therefore encourage all dog 
walkers and hopefully others who value 
freedom, to respond to the online 
consultation before the closing date of 
August 27. People should go online to: 
valeofglamorgan.gov.uk/pspodogs. 

“If you do not respond and clearly state 
your opposition, we will lose this very 


valuable open space. 

“May I also suggest that everyone 
opposed to this action writes to the Vale 
Council managing director, Rob Thomas, 
and the Vale Mayor Leighton Rowlands. 

“Residents can also request formally 
from the Vale (under the provisions of the 
Ereedom of Information Act) a copy of the 
legal agreement under which the fields 
were gifted to the people of Llantwit Major. 

“People can also write to their Vale 
councillors to express their concerns, and 
their town councillor to ask that they 
formally oppose this action by the Vale 
Council.”

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Plaid opposes 
two-bag limit 


PLAID Cymru councillors in the 
Vale have raised concerns about 
the impact of cuts to council black 
bag collections. 

The Vale Council recently confirmed 
proposals to reduce black bag 
collections to two per household 
fortnightly from this coming September. 

Cllr Ian Johnson said: “At the start of 
this consultation in February, Plaid 
Cymru warned that these plans would 
lead to more fly-tipping and ignored the 
fact that some households have greater 
needs than others, including extra waste 
caused by nappies or pets. 

“The analysis of the council’s own 
survey showed that only two-thirds of 
households wouldn’t have a problem. 

“That means nearly one in three 
households thought they would have a 
problem with the two black bag limit. 

“However, we know that the real 
problem is with a small number of 
people who won’t recycle and instead 
put out a large number of black bags. 

“There is also a responsibility for 
shops to reduce packaging.” 

Cllr Shirley Hodges added: “These 
plans are unworkable. If somebody 
leaves a black bag outside your house 


and you get fined, how can you prove 
that it isn’t your rubbish? We will end up 
with more dirty streets because of this 
Tory plan and it will cause unnecessary 
conflict between neighbours.” 

Colin Smith, Vale Council 
operational manager for neighbourhood 
services, said: “The council is aware that 
some households have greater needs 
than others and has made provision for 
this. Those that require assistance with 
hygiene waste, pet waste or households 
with large families will be allowed to 
apply for an additional allowance. 

“The changes to our recycling policy 
will only affect households that do not 
recycle. With the assistance of a council 
waste warden, free recycling receptacles 
and advice, these proposals are 
achievable and similar schemes across 
Wales have been successful. 

“The implementation of restricted 
black bag waste is part of a Welsh 
Government blueprint. Failure to meet 
targets in 2019/20 and 2024/25 will 
result in fines of £200 for every tonne. 

“The council recognises that there is 
still work to be done to reduce 
packaging created and we will provide 
feedback to Welsh Government to help 
form any new legislation.” 


Council appeals 
over Limes thefts 



FROM local stores 
to the cemeteries, 
and all the way to 
your front door, 
Cowbridge has 
recently been struck 
with a plague of 
thefts. 

Crime in Cowbridge is 
never high, but according 
to statistics from UK- 
Crime-Stats, crime in the 
town has risen 7.69 per 
cent in the last month, a 
definite spike compared 
to previous months, and 
almost three times that of 
Cardiff’s increase in the 
past month, at 2.82 per 
cent. 

Statistics from Police 
UK show that burglaries, 
theft and shoplifting 
accounted for 32.8 per 
cent of crime in 
Cowbridge last year, 
more than anti-social 
behaviour which 

accounts for 24.2 per 
cent. 

In an example of the 
latter, flower planters and 
watering cans were 
stolen from Limes 
Cemetery, as well as 
freshly planted flowers. 
Sentimental items have 
also been taken, and 
there has been some 
general vandalism. 

Limes Cemetery is 
listed as one of the 
council’s assets, and in a 
recent meeting, the thefts 
were discussed and the 
council requested an 
official appeal be made 
for anybody who has any 
information. 

This is not the first 
time that theft has 
occurred in the cemetery. 
In November of 2017, 
the thefts were discussed 
in Town Hall, where a 
similar plea was made. 


This discussion was 
started when a vase had 
been stolen around eight 
months after it was first 
placed in early 2017. 

On top of this, local 
shops, including 

Emmaus, a charity for 
the homeless and sited on 
High Street in 
Cowbridge, claimed to 
The GEM that several 
people come into the 
store with the intent of 
stealing things, and some 
of them get away scot- 
free. 

This week, during the 
night of July 9, two 
flower pots which had 
been part of Emmaus’s 
opening and were 
admired by passers-by 
were stolen from outside. 

On the rise in south 


Wales, and across the 
UK, is dog theft. 

Stolen-and-Missing- 
Pet-Alliance report that 
dog theft has risen by 24 
per cent in the last three 
years. 

Dog owners are 
reminded to keep an eye 
on their pets when they 
are in the gardens and to 
always keep them close 
in public. 

Advice from the 
police is clear: you can 
never be too careful. Be 
aware of the people 
around you and never be 
afraid to contact your 
local council, or call 101 
or 999. 

Double check the 
locks on your house, and 
remember to fit security 
measures. 

Always keep an eye 
out for each other - from 
your child, to your uncle, 
to your pet. 

You might prevent 
yourself or somebody 
you love from being a 
victim of a crime.

KAYAKERS 
RESCUED OFF 
PORTHCAWL

TWO male 
kayakers were 
rescued by RNLI 
crew late afternoon 
on July 9, as one of 
the men, who was 
in the sea, was 
being swept down 
the Bristol Channel 
by the fast flowing 
tide. 

The two had paddled 
out to the Eairy Buoy 
which is about 1,200 
yards off Porthcawl 
Breakwater and decided 
to climb onto the buoy 
to take some 
photographs. 

However, their kayak 
was swept away by the 
ebbing tide. One of the 
casualties decided to 
swim to try to retrieve 
the kayak but found that 
the tide was so strong 
that he too was being 
swept down the channel. 

Pearing for the safety 
of his colleague in the 
sea, who he was starting 
to lose sight of, the 
casualty still on the buoy 
used his mobile phone to 
alert the Coastguard 
Agency. 

Porthcawl’s Atlantic 
85, Rose of the Shires, 
was launched at 5.19pm 
on Monday and rescued 
the first casualty from 
the buoy who then 
guided the crew in the 
direction of his 
colleague. The second 
man was lifted from the 
sea approximately a 


quarter of a mile down 
channel. 

Both were returned to 
shore and did not require 
any medical assistance. 

Deputy Launch 
Authority, Ross Martin, 
said: “The two casualties 
were very lucky not to 
have come to harm 
today as the second 
casualty had considered 
entering the water to 
assist in retrieving the 
kayak. 

“What some sea users 
are not aware of is that 
we have the second 
highest rise and fall of 
tide in the world here 
and with the tide flowing 
at approximately six 
knots out in the channel 
even the best of 
swimmers will be swept 
away. 

“We must also stress 
the need, even when it is 
hot and the sea is calm, 
that lifejackets and other 
safety equipment be 
used. 

“The casualties’ 
difficulties had been 
observed by RNLI 
Lifeguards at Sandy Bay 
and the National 
Coastwatch Institution’s 
team who both alerted 
the UK Coastguard 
Agency of the danger 
the kayakers were in.”

jumping from rocks of 
significant height into 
the sea. 

This has been a major 
cause for concern to the 
Coastguard, who have 
put out warnings to 
anyone intending to 
engage with the activity. 
They have warned that 
anyone who is caught 
tombstoning risks facing 
a fine of up to £500. 
There is also the more 
serious risk of serious 
injury or death. 

Sadly, at Rhoose 
Point, there have already 
been incidents in recent 
times where serious 
injury has been caused 
as a result of 
tombstoning. 

The Coastguard is key 
to ensuring safety along 
our coastlines, especially 
at this time of year.

1,500 sign petition to protect 
ancient woodland in the Vale 


MORE than 1,500 
people have signed a 
petition against a 
new road in the Vale 
of Glamorgan due 
to fears over loss of 
ancient woods. 

The Woodland Trust 
has launched the petition 
against the road being 
proposed from junction 
34 of the M4 to the 
Sycamore Cross junction 
of the A48. 

Two possible routes 
for the road have been 
identified - to the east or 
west of Pendoylan 
village - which the 
council hopes would 
improve links between 
the two roads, reduce 
journey times to the 
airport, and tackle traffic 
congestion. 

But the Woodland 
Trust says the council 
proposals are 

“effectively asking the 
public to decide what 
level of damage and loss 
to ancient woodland 
they’d prefer”. 

A letter drafted by the 
Woodland Trust, which is 
being sent to the council 
by everyone who signs 
the petition, said: 
“Infrastructure projects 
such as the M4 to A48 
link, a government- 
funded road project, 
should be exemplars of 
good environmental 
practice, not destructive 
schemes where local 
people are asked to 
choose which precious 
ancient woods should be 
destroyed. 

“This proposal may 
also lead to further 
developments in the 
future to complete the 
connection. In turn this 
could result in more 
ancient woodlands and 
trees being threatened 


and the precious habitats 
that they provide.” 

The trust said it’s 
concerned about areas of 
woodland at Log Wood, 
Coed Llwynhywel, Coed 
Cadw, Coed Waun-lloff 
and Coed Ffos-ceibr 
among others. 

“We do not own any of 
the threatened ancient 
woods so we do not have 
detailed information 

about the trees and 
wildlife they contain,” 
the trust said. 

“However we do 
know that as ancient 
woods they will be home 
to many important 
species. Each one is 
unique and 

irreplaceable.” 

The Vale Council is 
consulting the public on 
the plans until July 17 
before making a 

recommendation. 

If the council decides 
to go ahead with one of 
the schemes it would put 
together a full business 
case asking for Welsh 
Government funding. 

Emma Reed, the Vale 
Council head of 
neighbourhood services 
and transport, said: “A 
transport appraisal has 
been carried out to 
examine the possibility 
of building a new road 
between junction 34 of 
the M4 and the Sycamore 
Cross junction of the 
A48. 

“The project also 
potentially involves 


building a new parkway 
station at junction 34. 
Among the many factors 
evaluated during this 
assessment, the effects 
on the environment and 
people have been key 
considerations. 

“No decision has yet 
been made on which of 
the two suggested routes 
the road will take or in 
fact if any road will be 
constructed at all. We are 


seeking the public’s 
views on these options 
and invite any other 
suggestions until July 17 
when consultation on this 
issue closes. 

“All opinions and 
ideas will be considered, 
including those of the 
Woodland Trust and its 
supporters. 

“Should the proposals 
proceed it is hoped, 
among other things, the 


road and parkway station 
can create better links 
between the M4 and A48 
and beyond, reduced 
journey times to local 
and regional businesses 
and attractions, as well as 
helping to tackle 
congestion and local 
traffic safety issues.”

Paralysed Cardiff 
woman took drugs 
into Parc Prison 


A wheelchair-bound 
woman, paralysed from 
the chest down, who took 
drugs worth thousands of 
pounds into Parc Prison, 
Bridgend, was spared 
immediate custody when 
she appeared at Cardiff 
Crown Court, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Judge Jeremy Jenkins 
warned 42-year-old Emma 
Williams: “Anyone who takes 
drugs into prison commits a 
serious offence.” 

Williams, of Clos Fath, 
Rhiwbina, Cardiff, admitted 
conveying a Class C drug into 
Parc Prison. 

She was jailed for 22 weeks, 
suspended for 18 months and 
directed to take part in a 15-day 


rehabilitation scheme. 

Said the judge: “If you are 
stupid enough to breach this 
order, into prison you will go. 1 
have taken an exceptional 
course.” 

Prosecutor David Pugh said 
it was accepted that Williams 
had been under pressure by her 
partner to take drugs into him 
and he had also been under 
pressure. 

He had received threats and 
her home had been damaged. 

On October 24 last year, she 
visited her partner and she 
appeared to be concerned. She 
turned her wheelchair towards 
him and passed over 69 Subutex 
tablets, a heroin substitute 
which had a value of up to 
£3,450. 

She told officials: “It was not 
me, 1 have done nothing.”

Williams said a woman had 
given her a package to take into 
the prison. She also said: “I was 
ill and not thinking straight.” 

The court heard that she was 
due to undergo surgery for a 
spinal tumour. 

Her barrister, Andrew 
Kendall, said: “She found 
herself in an extreme situation. 

“In the past, she had never 
experienced custody. 

“She is treated by three 
carers a day.” 

The judge said that in the 
circumstances, it would be 
wrong to pass an immediate 
prison sentence.

(Jim) Tuttle and

In 1961, Cardiff 
widower, Jim Tuttle, 
gave up his job with the 
Merchant Navy in order 
to look after his two 
young daughters.

Resident’s concern over site 
entrance on blind bend 


A COWBRIDGE resident has 
told The GEM that local 
people are ‘concerned’ by the 
creation of the Taylor Wimpey 
(Clare Garden Village) site 
entrance on a blind bend. 

He explained: “A previously 
existing small farm entrance has been 
much enlarged and is being used as the 
sole regular access for heavy vehicles. 

“Other more suitable and far less 
dangerous site entrances exist farther 
along the road towards the Cross Inn. 
These have been ignored. 

“I and others have seen, on a 
number of occasions, near road 
accidents involving cars and heavy 
articulated lorries turning 
(unsupervised) onto the site. 

“It will only be a matter of time 
before a serious road collision takes 
place. Despite statutory speed 


restrictions, this is a fast piece of 
road.” 

The man said he wondered how an 
entrance on a bend was acceptable 
under health and safety regulations. 

The Vale Council’s director of 
environment and housing services. 
Miles Punter said: “This temporary site 
access is currently in use by Taylor 
Wimpey, and is part of their ongoing 
development works associated with 
Darren Farm Residential 
Development. 

“The access is an existing 
vehicular/field access which was 
proposed and approved as part of 
planning process. We consider the 
safety of the public to be of utmost 
importance, and we are aware of the 
issues raised and are in discussions 
with the developer to further assess the 
situation and improve as necessary.”

Vale Council 
addresses the hot 
topic of barbecues 


VISITORS to 
Cosmeston and 
Porthkerry country 
parks are being 
urged by the Vale 
Council to take care 
when using 
disposable 
barbecues after 
damage was caused 
to land and 
furniture. 

Picnic benches have 
needed to be replaced 
because of large black 
bums, and there are 
also scorch marks on 
sections of grass left by 
metal trays filled with 
hot charcoal. 

These incidents have 
occurred because 
disposable barbecues 
have not been placed on 
safe surfaces or 
properly extinguished 
after use. 

When using such 
devices to cook, it is 


important to remember 
the following: 

• They should be 
placed on an even non¬ 
flammable surface like 
bricks or paving slabs. 

• There should be no 
trees, buildings, sheds 
or fences anywhere near 
the cooking area. 

• Barbecues must not 
be used on public 
benches or tables. 

• They need to 
completely cool - over 
a period of hours - and 
then be dowsed in water 
before being placed in a 
bin. 

In The GEM of July 
5 was a report about a 
woman who suffered 
bums to both feet from 
treading on an 
abandoned disposable 
barbecue on Barry 
Island beach.

The spokesman continued: “The 
survey shows that parents value above 
all else the smallness and rural setting 
and ethos of the school, all of which 
would be lost if it was closed and a 
new school built in a suburban 
development six miles away. 

“The numbers provided by the 
council to justify the new school rely 
on parents moving their children to it. 
But the survey shows that the 
overwhelming majority would 
consider putting their sons and 
daughters in alternative schools. 
Parents are none too convinced about 
the merits of ‘Penrose Primary’.” 

The survey, based on 43 responses 
out of 75 families with children in 
Llancarfan Primary contacted, also 
showed almost every parent who 
responded to the survey had made a 
positive choice for their child to attend 
Llancarfan. 

The Action Committee to save 
Llancarfan Primary School has also 
criticised the council for calling the 
plans a ‘migration’ or ‘transfer’ of the 
school in its own consultation 
document. 

The spokesman added: “(Parents) 
are beginning to see the holes in the 
council’s arguments and the absurdity 
of trying to pass the proposal off as a 


‘transfer’ when it is in fact a re¬ 
branded school closure likely to 
divide and damage the communities 
affected.” 

Catchment areas of Llanfair 
Primary School, St Athan Primary 
School, Rhws Primary School, and St 
Nicholas Primary School would be 
changed should the new school go 
ahead. 

Llancarfan Primary’s current feeder 
links to Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School would be maintained for all 
pupils and their siblings on the date of 
the new building opening. 

Cllr Bob Penrose, the Vale Council 
cabinet member for learning and 
culture, said: “We are currently 
conducting a consultation exercise 
over proposals for a £4m investment 
that would see Llancarfan Primary 
School move into a new state-of-the- 
art building as part of the council’s 
21st Century Schools programme. 

“The purpose of this exercise is to 
hear the views of those involved, all of 
which will be thoroughly considered. 
Given that the consultation process 
remains ongoing, it would be 
inappropriate to comment further at 
this stage.”

It’s a film wholly 
driven by the concept 
and the star power on 
display and none of the 
cast let you down. Jon 
Hamm has a keen funny 
bone and uses it here 
very well, and while Ed 
Helms, Hannibal Buress 
and Jake Johnson are all 
from the comedic field, 
they are equally well- 
versed in playing things 
a little straighten when 
appropriate, and they 
make a likeable, 
charismatic little group.

and forlorn, so it’s very 
enjoyable to see him cut 
loose as Jerry, the 
group’s white whale, 
whose efforts to avoid 
the dreaded tag make 


for the film’s most 
hilarious sequences, as 
he uses ninja-like skills 
to evade capture. 
Renner’s stoic face 
makes it all the more 
humorous, and he fits 
perfectly here. 

This column is a 
huge fan of Isla Fisher’s 
work, and while here 
she mines the fiery, 
angry character she’s 
played plenty of times 
before, she’s still funny 
with it, while Annabelle 
Wallis and Rashida 
Jones, although 
perfectly decent, feel a 
little like props being 
used by the characters 
rather than having any 
real depth in their own 
right. 

Considering he has 
no films on his CV, 
director Jeff Tomsic 
gives a very good 
account of himself here; 
he knows his way 
around a comedic set- 


piece, but equally he’s 
got a keen eye for 
visuals and makes the 
film far more than just a 
by-the-numbers 
comedy. There’s a style 
to his direction that is 
enjoyable to watch and 
lends the film a little 
fizz. 

There is a sense of 
the film lacking any real 
surprises plot-wise - it 
all generally plays out 
quite predictably - but 
it does make two quite 
severe mis-steps with a 
gag that plays 
awkwardly and, even to 
these eyes, is in poor 
taste, while an 
emotional bombshell at 
the end seems to be 
only there to hurry 
things on to the 
conclusion, and even 
though this is a fictional 
retelling of a true story, 
you still want the 
closure that you’re 
frustratingly not given. 


But in a summer of 
high-octane 
blockbusters and 
serious, dark fare. Tag 
is a nicely satisfying 
palate cleanser of a film 
- undemanding, fun, 
with a strong cast, it 
does the job and a little 
bit more. 

VERDICT: A 
comedy that lands 
impressively, Thg’s 
ludicrous (yet true) set¬ 
up is parlayed into a 
solidly funny film that 
sees a good cast work 
incredibly well. Well- 
directed, it loses a little 
sheen towards the end, 
but is still an eminently 
watchable piece of 
work.

DonT let your garden go to 
pot this summer - here are some 
handy tips to keep it looking great 


R emember to water those pots! 
August is usually the month when 
most of us go on holiday and leave 
our gardens to fend for themselves. 

A little thought before you go and some tender 
loving care when you return will be enough to 
make sure that you can go away without worrying 
about all of your hard gardening work going to 
waste and you can really relax on your holiday. 

While you’re away and your garden is left 
unattended, many of your plants may suffer due to 
lack of water. Make sure, before you go, you either 
arrange to have your containers and baskets 
watered or set up a system that can supply water on 
a regular basis to your tubs and baskets. 

Move any baskets and containers out of full sun 
to a position where they are shaded at the height of 
the day. Stand terracotta pots on gravel trays topped 
up with water, so the pots can gradually absorb the 
reservoir of liquid or alternatively make a few holes 
in the lid of a plastic water bottle, cut off the 
bottom of the bottle, turn upside down into the 
plant compost and then fill with water (which 
slowly drips into the soil). 

When the temperature rises it’s good to give 
plants a thorough soaking - water for at least 20-30 
seconds at the base of the plant and watering in the 
early morning is best. That way the plants will have 
time to absorb the water and be well hydrated 
during the hottest hours of the day. 

Weeds compete with garden and container plants 
for water, so it’s especially important to keep the

weeds from taking over during dry periods. Adding 
a layer of mulch to your pots helps to keep the 
weeds down. It also helps the soil stay moist and 
cool, as does the use of ground cover plants around 
the edges of containers. 

Avoid using fertilisers on plants during a heat 
wave, especially when the soil is dried out. Plants 
that are dehydrated will soak up fertiliser faster, 
which could increase the chances of fertiliser burn. 
Also, don’t transplant anything during a hot spell - 
plants that are stressed by hot weather may not 
recover if they’re moved. 

Finally - recycle as much water as possible, so 
use grey water from washing up or washing 


yourself, install a water butt and re-use paddling 
pool water. 

If pots and containers are just part of your 
outside space then here are some gardening tips for 
this month from the RHS (Royal Horticultural 
Society). 

Prune Wisteria; deadhead flowering plants 
regularly; water - particularly containers and new 
plants - preferably with grey recycled water or 
stored rainwater; collect seeds from favourite 
plants; harvest home grown vegetables as they 
become ready; keep ponds and water features 
topped up; look after the lawn; plan for next year 
and what bulbs to plant this coming Autumn. 


BATHTIME FOR OUR 
FEATHERED FRIENDS 


I T’S not just plants that 
thrive in gardens, birds 
also love them, and they 
love them even more when 
there is a birdbath to visit. 

Offering water in your garden 
will attract more birds than just 
those looking for food, since birds 
that would not normally visit 
feeders can be tempted by water 
features 

Birds fly to birdbaths for the 
water they need for 
drinking and for grooming and 
while they are there, they will hunt 
for the insects, worms, seeds, and 
flower parts they like to eat. 

In the process, they will help 
aerate the soil, help tidy up dead 
plant material and help keep plants 
healthy as they devour pests. 

The best birdbaths are normally 
shallow with sloping sides, rather 
than deep pools of water. The 
shallow pitch lets smaller birds 
wade in, where they can stand up 
and clean their feathers instead of 
having to jump in. 


Leave plenty of open space 
around the birdbath as well, so 
that birds can see any predators 
from far off. Also, place the 
birdbath near a perch of some sort, 
such as a small open tree or on a 
trellis or arbor. That lets birds scan 
the horizon from high up before 
swooping in to the bath. 

The simplest birdbath is a 
terracotta plant pot saucer with 
some small stones and is very easy 
to make yourself. Just find a large 
terracotta plant pot and saucer, 
some all-purpose glue for outside 
use and some rounded stones 
(about the size of a plum). 

Turn the pot upside down and 
scrub the base clean. Then apply a 
generous layer of waterproof glue 
to the base. 

Place the saucer on the base of 
the pot, settling it into the glue. 
Leave it for 24 hours to ensure that 
the glue dries thoroughly. Place 
the birdbath in a suitable spot, add 
some stones so birds can perch to 
drink and then add some fresh 
water. 


The pebbles also provide an 
escape route for honeybees that 
are frequent visitors to bird baths 
as they need water to regulate 
temperature within the colony on 
hot summer days. 

If pots and containers are just 
part of your outside space, then 
here are some gardening tips for 
this month from the RHS (Royal 
Horticultural Society: 

• Water tubs and plants, but be 
water-wise. 

• Hoe any sun-loving weeds. 

• Place conservatory plants 
outside now that it is warm. 

• Deadhead plants to ensure 
continuous flowering. 

• Keep ponds topped up and 
clear of algae. 

• Order catalogues for next 
year’s spring-flowering bulbs. 

• Give the lawn a quick-acting 
summer feed and mow regularly. 

• Give outside woodwork a lick 
of paint or preserver while the 
weather is dry.

Best have a chat with Alan 


I T seems like one 
of those 
summers of we 
all remember 
having as child.

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Penarth Ramblers tackle the summer heat! 


W ITH summer 

temperatures soaring, 
especially during the 
afternoon and into the evening, 
Sue J from Penarth and District 
Ramblers recently played host to 
a group of 12 walkers for an 
evening tramp in the Dinas 
Powys area beginning from the 
bottom of Pen-y-Turnpike hill. 

Heading across the Barry Brook and 
into woodland in hot sunny conditions, 
where the shade from the trees was 
really appreciated, they exited into open 
fields with views northwards towards 
Garth Hill. 

A short piece of road walking led 
them to the Salmon Leaps in 


Michaelson-le-Pit and heading past the 
remaining lakes and into more 
woodland, a scramble up a narrow path 
beside the Wrinstone Brook brought 
them out into a field to join the road at 
Wrinstone Farm where a medieval castle 
was once located. 

A rough track led them uphill past 
Beauville Farm,and continuing along 
Beauville Lane they reached the One O’ 
Clock Gate and headed down across the 
Dinas Powys golf course and into 
woodland, once again to retrace their 
route back to the start. 

In even hotter weekend conditions, 
seven walkers joined Geraint at Parc 
Galon Lan in Blaengarw, which is 
situated at the top of the lovely Garw 
valley on land reclaimed from a coal pit. 

Beginning with a long haul up a bridle 


path adorned with foxgloves, after 40 
minutes of walking the heat forced them 
to stop for morning break to take on 
liquid and food while enjoying the 
gorgeous views. 

Having been fortified, another 20 
minutes of climbing led to the hike along 
the ridgeway with stunning views across 
both the Garw and Ogwr valleys, all the 
while being serenaded by trilling 
skylarks. 

Reaching a point where they were due 
to descend, the pathway on the steep 
hillside was practically non-existent, 
causing them some difficulty as they

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Tackling Tobacco: new data shows 

decreasing use of cigarettes throughout Wales 


RECENTLY 
released statistics 
highlight the fact 
that more 18-24 
year-olds have 

never tried 

smoking.. 

It is no surprise that in 
recent years, cigarette 
usage has varied from 
country to country, 
especially when research 
on the health risks of 
smoking are published 
daily and have been for 
years. 

Data from the Office 
for National Statistics 
(ONS) shows that there 
has been a 27% rise since 
2011 in the number of 
Bridgend county 

borough residents who 
have never smoked, and 
there is a 32% rise in the 
number of residents in 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
who have never tried 
cigarettes either. 

They are choosing not 
to smoke because of the 
success of campaigns 
against it. Deborah 
Arnott, the ‘Action on 


Smoking and Health’ 
chief executive, noted 
that it was the 
government efforts that 
have gone “further and 
faster” in tackling the 
issue. 

Ms Arnott says that in 
2015, “the brightly 
coloured pack displays 
we used to have in the 
shops disappeared 
completely”, and now the 
packs “are a sludgy green 
colour, with large picture 
warnings.” 

It seems that these 
‘ anti-advertisement’ 
schemes are having an 
effect - a positive one at 
that - considering that 
public health funding for 
smoking on the NHS has 
dramatically declined, so 
those who need it are not 
getting the help to quit. 

Otherwise, in the 
midst of the 
technological era, the 
introduction of e- 
cigarettes is significant in 
the decrease of smokers. 

The ONS estimates 
there are 2.8 million e- 
cigarette users in Britain, 
with almost 50 percent 


citing their reason for 
usage was to stop 
smoking. 

On top of this, falling 
out of fashion could be a 
contribution in the 
decrease in smokers, 
noted by Ms Arnott, who 
said: “Is it any wonder 
young people today 
increasingly choose not 
to smoke. It’s much less 
cool than it used to be.” 

Comparatively, 
Bridgend county 

borough and the Vale 


show differences when it 
comes to smoking and 
lack thereof. Bridgend 
county borough has more 
smokers than Wales does 
on average, whilst the 
Vale has less, but both 
counties have decreased 
in the number of 
cigarette users since 
2011 . 

That year, 21.9% of 
Bridgend county 

borough and 22% of the 
Vale’s population were 
smokers, but this has 


decreased to 17.7% and 
14.6% respectively by 
2017, meeting that of the 
16.1% average number 
of smokers in Wales. 

There is one definitive 
finding in these results - 
that the decreasing 
amount of smokers can 
only be considered as, 
what Duncan Selbie, 
chief executive of Public 
Health England calls it, 
“a triumphant step in 
eliminating the nation’s 
biggest killer.”

ON July 6, the 
inaugural meeting of 
Bridgend For Europe 
(BFE) was held in the 
Westward Community 
Centre, Bridgend. 

A spokesperson said: 
“Bridgend For Europe is 
a pro-Europe group 
formed to give a voice to 
those in our local 
communities concerned 
about the damage that 
mis-handled Brexit 
negotiations are causing. 

“It is in favour of a 
‘people’s vote’ on the 
final deal negotiated by 
Theresa May.” 

The spokesperson 
added that BFE is a 
cross-party and no-party 
group, geographically 
covering the county 
borough of Bridgend, 
taking in both the 
parliamentary and 
assembly constituencies 
of Bridgend and 
Ogmore. 

Speakers included 
Wiard Sterk, a Dutch 
national who has made 
Britain his home for the 
last 36 years, and David 
Hughes, a local married 
to a Spanish national.

Megan Newberry, a writer for the GEM and 
representing tthe younger (17-30) age group, was 
surprised at these generational differences. 

She said: “For the younger generation entering 
early adulthood, the primary reason why support 
for England does not seem to dismantle Welsh 
pride is because the rivalry between England and 
Wales - though arguably everywhere else - is 
exhausted and does not have any meaningful 
background. 

“Nobody knows what happened anymore,” 
commented Julie Garner, an avid football fanatic 
with both English and Welsh blood, “I was brought 
up supporting both teams, so I don’t know any 
different. One day I was singing ‘God save the 
Queen’, and the next I had a daffodil hat on my 
head. 

“All I know is that we are the ‘United’ Kingdom 
for a reason, and it is not because we divide 
ourselves over a game. 

“It all seems rather complicated now, with 
everybody dragging you one way or another - to 
support or not to support England - but I think that 
the Welsh’s distaste for England’s success does not 
reduce England’s wins, but makes us - the Welsh - 
look like sore losers.” 

Philip Irwin said: “I grew up watching teams

recent Welsh Perry & 
Cider Society 
Championships at 
Caldicot Castle. 

The medium perry 
then went on to win 
overall draught perry of 
the competition. 

The competition, 
which is peer judged by 
other Welsh cider 
makers, is considered 
Wales premier 
competition. 

Alex Simmens, owner 
of Llanblethian 
Orchards, said: 
“Although our perry has 
won awards previously 
we have never been 
voted overall champion 
in the competition and 
taking home the cup is a 
fantastic reward for all 
the hard work involved.” 

He added: “It 
illustrates that 
traditionally-made cider 
and perry, with fruit 
from unsprayed 
orchards, is superior to 
mass produced ciders 


and perries made with 
foreign apple 
concentrate and 
chemicals.” 

Mr Simmens said that 
the Glamorgan perry 
was made predominately 
with fruit from its own 
orchard in Llanblethian, 
which was planted 
between 2006 and 2008. 

“The orchard is 
unsprayed and is only 
cut before harvest to aid 
collection with it being 
left the rest of the year 
to encourage wildlife 
and wildflowers. 

Llanblethian Orchards 
is just outside 
Llanblethian in an old 
stone bam between 
Llanblethian and 
Llysworney. Its ciders 
are available in pubs and 
festivals around South 
Wales. 

The orchard also 
holds monthly open days 
at the bam, when people 
can try the ciders and 
perries, learn about how 
it is made, and tuck into 
wood-fired pizzas from 
its traditional brick pizza 
oven.

such as West Ham (Hurst, Moore, Peters) or 
Manchester City (Bell, Lee, Summerbee) and 
supporting England always seemed totally natural. 

“I wanted Wales to do well but the difference in 
resources meant that Wales were always a bit 
short. They would have a spell with a strong 
defence but no attackers, or a strong attack but a 
dodgy defence. 

“When they had a strong defence and attack, 
that would coincide with a period when they were 
light in midfield.” 

“However, England were the genuine contenders 
and many of their players played for teams I liked. 

“I celebrated 1966 amd suffered in 1970, when 
England took their foot off the gas and Franz 
Beckenbauer’s Germany broke our hearts. 

“In the 1970s I was in Uni in Nottingham and in 
1973,1 suuffered with my friends in the junior 
common room - perhaps 70 people watching one 
tiny TV - no big screens in those days. 

“It was the night Brian Clough called the Polish 
goalkeeper, Jan Tomaszewski, a “clown” and those 
words still haunt my generation. 

“Since then, England tried but kept getting it 
not-quite-right. Nevertheless, I can remember 
attending an event in my children’s Cardiff 
primary school in 1990, the last time England 
made the World Cup semi -final, and a huge crowd 
mshed to a TV as soon as possible to watch. 

“Once again the Germans broke our hearts, this 
time in a penalty shoot out. 

“Since then, I have kept my distance, as 
England’s capacity to self destmct was just too 
much to bear. Has Gareth Southgate worked 
wonders on their mindset? I do hope so. 

“So, I remain comfortable in talent-spotting 
Premier League stars - for Wales and England - 
and wishing them well. In fact, as so many teams 
use their TV cash to bring in legions of foreigners, 
there is almost an ‘underdog’ aspect to players like 
Harry Kane and Kieran Tiippier - who both spent 
so much time out on loan. 

“One final point. This doesn’t apply to rugby. 
Wales play England once in a blue moon at 
football, but we play England every year at rugby. 

“For that reason, a strong and buoyant English 
rugby team is not desirable. That is why Eddie 
Jones’ initial good results met with trepidation, and 
why I welcome his current travails. English players 
are, of course, allowed to regain their confidence 
when touring with the Lions. 

“So, I’m happy to say that I’ll be cheering for 
Gareth’s boys, hoping that they can get past Luka 
Modric and Co, and I will have no qualms about 
doing so!” 

Gareth Jamieson replied: “Coming two years 
after Wales’ incredible success in Euro 2016, 
England’s progress to the semi-finals of this World 
Cup has been celebrated with blanket media 
coverage and far more vociferiously than the 
achievements of Chris Coleman’s team. 

“It’s not sour grapes - England is, after all, the 
largest country in the United Kingdom - but the 
assumption from many people in the media that 
everyone is rooting for England is incorrect. 

“To me, a Sheffield United supporter (yes I 
support an English club), proclamations from the 


likes of BBC Wales asking if we’re all now 
English is tantamount to me being asked if I’m 
supporting Sheffield Wednesday in the FA Cup if 
the Blades had been eliminated before them. 

“This England squad is the least dislikeable 
since the 1990 World Cup, a tournament that was 
my first as a young fan, and the achievements of 
that England side were impressive and left an 
indelible mark on me. 

“But as you grow up you realise where your 
priorities lie, and that lies with supporting your 
country, not dropping that support if they fail to 
reach a major international tournament and diving 
into the arms of England. 

“I’m sure there are plenty of Welsh people who 
thrilled at what Wales did in the Euros, who came 
out in droves to see the team upon their return and 
give them a hero’s welcome - and that are now 
supporting England. 

“I appreciate that this happens in club football 
as well - after all, there are plenty of supposed 
Liverpool and Manchester United fans who have 
suddenly discovered a taste for Cardiff City, 
snapping up replica shirts and season tickets - but 
your country is different; you can gloryseek as a 
club supporter but never as an international one. 

“For too long Wales has always felt like the 
little brother, fed on scraps, hand-me-downs, 
treated like a stepping stone, and seeing Welsh 
people supporting England feels like a slap in the 
face. 

“We’ve seen how the Welsh Office was made to 
fly an England flag, how 10 Downing Street have 
said they will be flying the England flag for the 
women’s World Cup (a tournament, lest we forget, 
that they have yet to qualify for and with one team 

- Wales - standing in their way) - arrogance is one 
thing guaranteeed to grind the gears. 

“The fight for Wales to maintain its 
independence in football is a constant one, 
threatened by politicians and figures who want to 
create a Team GB for the Olympics and belittle our 
right to be an independent football nation - seeing 
Welsh people support England only adds fuel to 
that fire. 

“My attitude to this also applies to rugby - 
Philip’s insistence that supporting England in 
football is different to rugby holds no truck with 
me. It matters not how often we play England at 
rugby compared to football - all that matters is that 
you support your home country, and throw all your 
weight behind them rather than become one of the 
Three Lions. 

“Do I want England to win the World Cup? No. 
Will I cry tears of agony if they do? Of course not 

- but the unending media avalanche should 
England do the unthinkable is a scary proposition.” 

The GEM went to press on Wednesday 
afternoon, so we don’t know whether England are 
heading for potential glory on Sunday, or the 
ultimate anti-climax of a third-place play-off on 
Saturday, which would . 

Based on The GEM’s (small) statistical sample, 
if England get through to face France, the older 
group will be saying, “Come on England” while 
the middle will be “Allez France” and the younger 
will say, “What’s the fuss?”

Crimestoppers 
aims to slash 
knife crime 


CRIMESTOPPERS 
is running a new 
campaign in south 
Wales to help deter 
people from 

carrying knives on 
the streets. 

In the year 2016/2017, 
there were an estimated 
910 recorded incidents 
involving a knife and 
sharp instrument in 
Wales, with 477 of those 
in south Wales.

encourages those who 
know someone regularly 
carrying a knife to tell the 
charity anonymously - 
either online or by 
calling 0800 555 ill. 

In addition to bus 
adverts running 

throughout the city, 
Crimestoppers is 

reaching out to young 


people and promoting its 
Fearless .Org youth 
service to encourage 
teenagers to speak up and 
report any concerns 
about knife crime. 

Ella Rabaiotti, 

regional manager for 
Crimestoppers in Wales, 
said: “Some young 

people may feel that if 
other young people are 
carrying knives, they 
should be doing the same 
and carrying a knife for 
protection. 

However, more knives 
on the streets only leads 
to one outcome: more 
people getting hurt. 

“Fortunately, 
according to the Home 
Office, 99 per cent of 
young people in Wales 
and England choose to 
live knife free, and we’re 
asking for people to 
speak up safely about the 
small minority who carry 
knives and weapons 
illegally. By choosing to 
call us or contact us 
online, you will remain 
100 per cent 
anonymous - always.”

FUW calls on 
Welsh and UK 
governments for 
heatwave help 


THE Farmers’ Union 
of Wales (FUW) has 
called on the UK and 
Welsh Governments 
to take action to 
reduce the impact of 
the dry weather on 
farms and livestock. 

Across Wales, farms 
are experiencing major 
problems due to the dry 
weather, and the Welsh 
Government has already 
given the go ahead for a 
number of derogations to 
help reduce the pressure. 

In letters to Welsh 
Rural Affairs Cabinet 
Secretary Lesley 
Griffiths and UK 
Environment Secretary 
Michael Gove, the union 
asks for the ministers to 
work with their 
counterparts across the 
UK to minimise current 
and looming problems. 

An urgent meeting 
between the Cabinet 
Secretary, Welsh farming 
organisations and others 
has been requested, 
while Mr Gove has been 
asked to consider ways 
in which the UK 
Government might 
intervene to prevent 
crops being burnt in 
straw-fired power 
stations, including 
introducing a temporary 
ban on the practice to 
increase supplies 
available for animals. 

FUW vice-president 
Eifion Huws said: “We 


had an unusually wet 
and long winter, 
meaning farms had to 
house livestock for 
longer than usual and 
fodder supplies had run 
out before the spring. 

“Having started the 
new season with fodder 
reserves at zero, we have 
now gone from one 
extreme to the other, 
with soaring 
temperatures and the 
extended dry period 
adding to problems 
caused by the previous 
wet weather.” 

Mr Huws said 
streams, wells and 
boreholes had dried up, 
grass growth was 
severely affected, with 
many areas killed off, 
and a fall in the quality 
and quality of hay and 
straw crops. 

Mr Huws said the fact 
that crops which are 
likely to be desperately 
needed by farmers over 
the coming year is being 
burnt in straw-fired 
power stations added to 
concerns. 

“We have asked the 
Secretary of State to 
consider ways in which 
the UK Government 
might intervene to 
minimise the additional 
problems which will hit 
our industry if 
desperately needed 
supplies have been used 
in this way.”
